Rep. Ratph Ostling 
BOTTLE BILL ANSWERS 

Now that the "Bottle Bill”, 
passed by voters in 1976, 
has taken effect, perhaps 
you wouid like to know an- 
swers to often-asked queés- 
tions regarding the process 
of buying and returning beer 
and soft drink containers for 
a refund. 

In 1976, before the bill was 
passed, 20 percent of al! 
beverage containers were re- 
turnable. Now, as a resuit of 
the new law, 100 percent of 
beer and soft drink contain- 
ers will require deposits. 
Containers for wine, liquor 
and dairy products will re- 
main non-returnable. The 
deposits for the returnable 
containers will vary, but 10 
cents a container will pro- 
bably be standard. Special 
uniform beer botttes that 
may be used by more than 
one company will most fikely 
require less of a deposit. 

Soft drink and beer com- 
panies may raise their prices 
because they say that the ex- 
tra space required for the 
storage of the empties and 
added equipment and work- 


ers could force them to 
increase their prices more 
than a dime a bottle. So you 
may find you are paying a 
steeper price for beer and 
wine now — even after you 
are handed your refund when 
you return your empties to 
the store. 

Now to the question of 
soft drink machines. The 
“new law will affect you in the 
same way you were affected 
before non-returnable bot- 
tles became prevalent in the 
machines. The price of the 
depasit will be figured into 
the price for the machine 
cans. If you drink the bever- 
age on the premises you will 
be returned your deposit 
money by that establish- 
ment. If you take the can or 
bottle with you, you will 
have to save the container if 
you want a refund. 

Establishments that sell 
beer and soft drinks in 
bottles and cans have asked 
that the public cooperate 
with them during the initial 
months of the law's imple- 
mentation to make this little 
inconvenience easy for ev- 
eryone. Here are some ways 
you can hetp the merchants 
who will be burdened most 
by the bottle bill: 

—Take the empties back 
for your refund as soon as 
possible. Don't let them pile 
up! 

—Rinse them out for sani- 
tation purposes. 

—Bring them back either 
in their original cartons or in 
bags. Please don’t crush the 
empty cans. Crushed cans 
are difficult to handle and 
transport. 

—Fines will range from 
$100 to $1,000 for those 
manufacturers, distributors 
and retailers who fail to 
comply with the new law.

Two-and-a-half-year-old Ro- 
ni Len Talbott (later designer 
of the Wyoming Christmas 
Seal for the American Lung 
Association) was having fun. 
She was playing in the grass 
outside her ranch home. Sud- 
denly she started to choke, 
trying to catch her breath. 

Her 9-year-old brother 
Jerry, turned her upside down 
and slapped her on the back. 

Still struggling to breathe, 
Roni Len was rushed by her 
parents 30 miles to a Laramie 
hospital.

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Christmas Trees 


Real Christmas trees are 
available in the marketplace 
this early, but people who 
like to pick their own from 
private farms in their areas, 
should be looking for them 
right now. 

Contrary to the belief, you 
cannot cut Christmas trees 
from State lands. There is no 
permit available from the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources to cut your own 
Christmas trees. Permits are 
available only to cut fire- 
wood. 

If you are going to cut your 
own tree from a local Christ- 
mas tree farm, try to observe 
the following: 

1. Dress warmly. Wear 
boots. 

2. Find out if the farms 
provide a saw for you to cut 
your tree. 

3. Be sure to measure the 
height for the space your 
troc will occupy in 
home. 

4. Take ropes or straps for 
fastening the tree down for 
transportation.

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At the Parent-Child Center we 
learn from things parents and 
children Show us and tel! us. 
‘They are our teachers who fet us 
know what it is like for each of 
them to be parents and child- 
ren, : 
This month the topic is on 
sexuality in the young child. 
How many times has your 
young child asked you “Where 
did | come from Mama?" Or, 
how many times have you 
“caught” your child playing with 
himself? These things happen 
more frequently than many par- 
ents wished, because of their 
own uncomfortability with the 
issue of sexuality and the young 
child. 

The questions asked in this 
article are the most frequently 
asked questions asked by par- 
ents of young children. 

Question 1: What do | tell my 
child when he/she asks me: 
“Where did | come from, 
Mama?” 

Answer: Often, when parents 
are asked that question by 
young children, they are con- 
fused, surprised, embarrassed 
and sometimes concerned. It is 
important for parents to under- 
stand that sexuality for the 
young child occurs and it is 
normal. It is part of the normal 
process of the child learning 
about, discovering, and ex- 
periencing his/her body. 

Usually when a baby discov- 
ers his/her fingers and toes, the 
mother and father are usually 
very happy. However, if -the 
child touches his/her sex parts, 
some may think it is “bad™. It is 
important to realize that it is not 
“bad”. That every young child 
needs to learn about his/her 
body. 

Getting back to the original 
question, it is important to have 
the attitude that all parts of the 
human body are’ good, and 
handling different parts of the 
body are normal. Once you have 
this attitude established, it will” 
be easier to answer the chlid’s 
questions. : 

Next, only answer the ques- 
tion that the child askg,-and 
give only what she/he asks for, 
no more and no less. Because 
heninnings of life are co strange 
and mysterious, the young child 
needs time and bits and pieces 
of information to put the puzzle 
together. The young child will 
probably ask questions again 
and again, and may even put the 
pieces together wrong. Often, 
the young child may make up 
his own theory of how babies 
are born. Facts like these may 
be among the ones he of she’ 
wants to know: 1. Only women 
have babies. 2. The baby grows 
inside the mother, not in her 


stomach. 3. The baby grows 


trom a tiny"Gotmterton sizer a? > 


The baby comes through, a 
Special opening. 5. ‘Boys"’and 
girls are different. 
- Question 2: If handling cnes 
sexual parts is OK, daes that 
mean that it is OK for my young 
child to do itin oublic, of all the 
time? 
_ Answer: One thing that ail of 
us learn is that there are spSciat 
times and places to do things. 
we want to do. Children should 
learn that masturbating in pub- 
lic is not OK. But, parétits 
should be careful in approach- 
ing a child with this. It is 
important ihat the parent try not 
to give the child any indication 
that masturbating is bad. Rath- 
er, that masturbating should 
not be done in public. ”

big deai- of it. if you noticed 
your child pulling at his hair or 
biting his fingernails with great 
tegularity you would assume 
that something was bothering 
him/her. It is no different with 
other parts of the body. 

Question 3: My particular. 
religion teaches that children 
should not masturbate. What do 
I do about that? 

Answer: The most important 
thing for you and your child to 
understand is that ones’ body is 
good. A child can be let known 
thai there are vile ways of 
getting pleasure, of releasing 
anxiety other than masturbat- 
ing. If you observe your child 
masturbating, try to engage him 
ina fun activity. But, as always, 
be careful In-how you approach 
the child. Let him know that 
he/she is OK and it's normal to 
feel the way that he/she does. 

Sexuality is a very difficult 
issue to deal with for many 
parents. There are many rea- 
sons for this, including the fact 
that many parents, as children, 
were taught that there was 
something shameful about their 
body.

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The election is over, and things seem 
to be simmering down a bit. What really 
happened in 1978? Who knows. | don't 
Pretend to be able to read all the 
portents into this year’s election results 
... let's. leave that to the out-of-town 
experts who claim to have special 
insight. 

Some observations, however: 

This year’s elections seemed to be 
noisier and dirtier than at any time in 
recent memory. Perhaps that’s due to 
the complexity of the decisions ... such 
as 11 ballot proposals in Michigan, or 9 
Statewide propositions in California, or 
the plethora of state and local issues in 
other states, plus the usual bushels of 
candidate races. 

it seemed to me the radio and TV 
commercials were more frequent and 
more abrasive than | had remembered in 
most election periods. They also seem- 
ed to be more personal, and some of 
them got downright embarrassing. After 
a while, | tended simply to stop listen- 
ing. : 

Most of us wish we could have clean 
campaigns, without the name-calling 
and smear tactics and virtual dirty tricks 
which assaulted the voter in too many 

“cases. Is that too much to ask of those 
seeking our public trust? 

Another thing that concerns me is the 
escalating cost of getting elected. The 
papers have been full of stories about 
the financing of campaigns, and the 
facts should cause genuine alarm. 

How much does it cost to get elected 
to top office these days? And how much 
of that cost must come from personal 
resources? Are we in real danger of 
being ruled only by rich men-women, 
with nary. a chance for the average 
guy-gal to be elected to statewide 
office, or to Congress, or to other top 
positions? 

In Micnigan. for example, stories 
indicate Sen. Bob Griffin spent $1.5 
million seeking reelection ... and lost. 
Even that's far short of the reported $6.3 
million which the campaign of Sen. 
Jesse Helms in South Carolina is 
reported to have cost. 

Just imagine: $6,351,000 spent in a 
statewide senate campaign. That figure 
boggles the mind.

ed to Nave spent $7.4 milition in a iosing 
campaign for the Senate ... and to have 
supplied $1.2 million of that himself. 
Short lost, too. 

It’s not only statewide races which 
are expensive: In one New York Con- 
gressional district, Carter Burden — the 
loser — is reported to have spent 
$675,000 and provided most of it him- 
self. The winner, Sedgwick W. Green, 
came up with $200,000 of his own, and 
spent about $400,000. That's over a 
million dollars in a single congressiona! 
district — and there are 435 such dis- 
tricts across the country. 

What’s the answer? Public financing 
is trotted out by some reformers as a 
solution, apparently under the philo- 
sophy of throwing taxpayer dollars at a 
problem to make it disappear. 

“Unless the Senate by the year 2000 
wants to be a club of rich men, we have 
to pursue public financing,” claims 
Mark Green, director of a group called 
Congress Watch. He claims the 1978 
elections were “a demonstration of the 
golden rule of politics — which seems 
to be that ‘he who has the gold rules’.” 

We already have public funding of 
presidential races, including pre-con- 
vention campaigns. In Michigan, we 
have public funding of governor races, 
including primaries. That’s probably 
one reason Michigan had so many 
primary candidates for governor this 
year — and why they spent so much 
money. 

{s public finance the way to go in 
running campaigns for president, and 
governor, and Congress? If so, should 
the principle be extended to the state 
legislature and other statewide offices? 
And why not county races, and city 
elections, and even township cam 
paigning? 

Personally I'm not sold on taxpayer 
suppori of electioneering. 

But with the escalating pricetag on 
the cost of getting elected to almost 
anything these days — as proved by the 
1978 results in many, many cases — 
clearly something must be done. 

The alternative is to repiace our tra- 
ditional system of citizen control of 
government with control by the finan- 
cially elite. 
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Food Additives Prolong Food Life

Food additives serve a 
number of purposes. Pro- 
bably the most important is 
the preservation of food. 
Adding something to food to 
help preserve it is not new. 
Salt has been used for years 
to help slow the bacterial 
action that destroys food. 
Sugar is another preserva- 
tive. Fruit preserves is an ex- 
ample of using sugar to 
make the sheif life longer for 
foods. 

Two that are in the lime- 
fight now are sodium ni- 
trates and sodium nitrites. 
These are used in certain 
meats to combat the growth 
of the spores of “Costridum 
Botulinum" which can pro- 
duce ihe most deadly naturai 
poison known to man, botu- 
inum toxin. 

While nitrites and nitrates 
do add to food safety in this 
regard, there is evidence that 
they might also subtract 
from food safety by combin- 
ing with amines, a natural 
breakdown product of pro- 
teins, to form nitrosamines. 

Nitrosamines have been 
shown to produce malignant 
tumors in test animals, al- 
though theré is no direct 
evidence that they also cause 
cancer in humans. 

Under the law the Food 
and Drug Administration has 
to test each additive to prove 
that it doesn't ever produce 
cancer. If an additive does 
show some sign of causing 
cancer it is supposed to be 
taken off the market. 

Now they are running into 
some difficulty. Some addi- 
tives may have benefits that 
oul-weigh the danger. That 
is the case of sodium ni- 
trates and nitrites. The peo- 
ple at FDA have to weigh the 
benefits with the dangers 
involved with botulium. 

All of life is a series of 
benefit-risk decisions. Many 
prescription drugs may cause 
some side effects in people. 
So the doctor has to deter- 
mine whether the benefits of 
curing a disease is of greater 
benefit than the side affects 
caused by the drug. 

Aspirin has a side effect of 
sometimes Causing stomach 
ache. But we will chance the 
stomach ache to get rid of 
the headache. 

The surgeon general has 
presented strong evidence 
that cigarette smoking caus- 
es cancer. Yet many pcople 
will risk taking 10 years off 
their life to enjoy smoking

“Can heart attacks be pre- 
vented by lowering choles- 
terol?” is the question facing 
a team of University of Min- 
nesola researchers conduct- 
ing a study of the relation- 
ship between heart disease 
and cholesterol. 

Most heart trouble results 
from atherosclerosis or har- 
dening of the arteries. A clue 
to the cause of atheroscle- 
tosis may be that choleste- 
rol, a falty substance, is 
found in the diseased arte- 
ries. However, it is still un- 
certain whether cholesterol 
lowering can actually pre- 
vent heart attacks. 

The University is seeking 
persons who have had only 
one heart attack in the past 
38 months and who are be- 
tween the ages of 30 through

PROPOSED ANIMAL ORDINANCE # 4-11-78 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMISSION FOR THE COUNTY 
OF CRAWFORD: 

SECTION I: Definitions 

For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following terms mean: 

ANIMAL: Any live, vertebraed creature, domestic or wild; 

ANIMAL SHELTER: Any facility operated by a municipal 
agency or its authorized agent or agents for the purpose of 
impounding or caring for animals held under the authority of this 
Ordinance or by State law; 

ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER: Any person or persons 
designated by the County of Crawford, a municipal governmental 
entity, as a law enforecement Officer who is qualified to perform 
such duties under the laws of this State; 

KENNEL: ‘Any premises where any person engages In the 
businss of breeding, boarding, buying, letting for hire, training for 
a fee or selling dogs or cats or other animals; 

OWNER: Any person, partnership or corporation owning, 
keeping, or harboring one or more animals. 

An animal shali be deemed to be harbored if it is led or 
sheltered for three (3) consecutive days or more; 

PET: Any animal kept for pleasure rather than utility; 

VICIOUS ANIMAL: Any animal or animals that constitute a 
physical threat to human beings or other animals. 

SECTION II: Licensing 

A. Any person owning, keeping harboring, or having custody 
of any dog that is six (6) months of age or over within this County 
must obtain a license consistent with State Law and as herein 
below provided. This provision may not apply to the keeping of 
small caged birds or aquatic or amphibian animals solely as pets or 
to Seeing-Eye Dogs or governmental police dogs. The application 
for licenses shall be made to the Treasurer or his agent and shali 
include name and address of applicant/owner, description of 
animal, the appropriate fee as herein below set forth, and a rables 
certificate issued by a licensed veterinarian or anti-rabies clinic.

Statewide Trout and Salmon Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting 
on July 14, 1978, under the authority of Act 165, P.A. 
1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, 
ordered that for a period of five years beginning January 
1, 1979, no person shail take or attempt to take any 
species of trout or salmon from any of the waters of this 
state except by hook and line during the open seasons 
prescribed, and within the minimum size limits and 
maximum possession limits indicated below. 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in 
April through September 30 {longer on waters 
designated by the Director for extended fishing under 
Act 165] on all trout and salmon. Statewide open 
seasons on all other inland lakes and the Great Lakes 
shall be any time for all trout and salmon. Size limits 
shall be 8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inciies 
on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches on lakes. 
The daily limit for trout and salmon shall be 5 fish singly 
or in combination but no more than 3 lake trout or 
splake. : 

An additionat 5 brook or brown trout may be taken 
from streams from the fast Saturday in Apri! through 
September 30 only. :
